The Legislature of 1905 was prob- 


ably the worst in the history of the 
state. The iniquities of that session 
forced the political revolution which 
followed and resulted in the election 
of William H. Berry to the office of 
State Treasurer and exposure of the 
Capitol graft.

atrociously evil that Governor Penny- 
packer felt obliged to call it into ex- 
tra session less-than a year after its 
regular adjournment, at an expense 
to the people of the state of almost 
$1,000,000, to repeal all the import- 
ant legislation it enacted.

Ass!«ilts on Prominent New York Of- 


ficials—Failures 
of Banks—Ja- 


pan. Preparing for War. 


New York, October 28.—Have we 


a law of libel in this land, or is the 
character of e~very citizen, high or 
low, rich or poor, to be left to the 
-mercy of any and every political thief 
and 
thug, who, defeated 
in 
his 


schemes to loot the public treasury, 
murders the faithful sentinels who 
protect it and then proceeds to black- 
•en their memories with an accusa- 
tion of crime equal to that of the 
.most famous criminal on record? In 
•answer to my inquiry at the begin- 
ning of this letter, I reply that we 
have a law of libel in this land; it is 
an excellent law and sufficient to give 


protection, if properly admin- 


istered, to the character of every 
citizen as far as any law can do so. 


But there are libels outside the 


pale of the common law for which no 
protection is afforded, whose final ad- 
judication must be the arbiter of the 
Red Hand—when an outrage too 
great for human endurance absolves 
a man from his concession to ordi- 
nary civilization and he strikes back, 
blow for blow, in the last resort, for 
satisfaction, which the savage man, 
the cave-dweller, holds in reserve 
and only surrenders with his life. 
There are libels, a few written words 
of which would consign a man to 
Stale's Prison tor a long term of 
years; they may be penned in a mo- 
ment of anger and sincerely rep2nted 
of only a few hours after the} have 
been sent out on their hateful mis- 
sion of vengeance; but when they 
have mounted on the wings of the 
wind and scattered to the ends of the 
eai Lh, in the race after such an atro- 
cious libel against a faithful public 
seivant, no tiuth, hov, ever deserving, 
was ever able to catch the fleeting 
lie, however villainous and damnable. 
I am not easily moved at the reports 
of our criminal courts, where mur- 
ders, suicides, divorces, robberies and 
d.11 othei crimes are served as the 
daily pabulum of im eager and ex- 
pectant public. 


I took uj) mj paper—one of the 


pretentious sort and evidently the 
fortunate possessor of laige advertis- 
ing pationage; the libel that dis- 
graced and made foul beyond concep- 
tion the fiist page had two beastly 
figures of v.rell-knov.H public men, 
whose acknowledged honest services 
had repeatedly been rewaided by the 
richest and most desirable offices in 
the gift of the people; these two 
were selected as the subjects of last 
week's brutal attack. The libels were 
not altogether in words that could be 
understood in a single language and 
of a single nation, but with a refine- 
men of villainy without parallel; the 
libeler, having exhausted the profuse 
vocabulary of baseness in the Anglo 
Saxon—rich as it is in adjectives and 
superlatives of infamy—falls back on 
the universal Volipuk of the eye, 
which is as well understood by a 
Choctaw Indian or an African negro 
as by any Professor of Languages 
from Harvard or Yale. 
This is the 


same paper that twe»ty years ago 
boasted that $10,000 would not in- 
duce it to mar its columns with an 


illustration. 
Every week now two- 


thirds of its space is filled with dis- 
gusting and inane pictures which 
would, at that time, have disgraced 
"The Pickpocket's and Burglar's Ga- 
zette" and added new infamy to a 
society report of the slums. 


One of the vilest assaults of the lot 


has been on our mayor, George B. 
McClellan, who has been elected and 
re-elect,ed mayor of Greater New 
York, the second city of the world 
in point of population and first in 
point ot wealth. The political eleva- 
tion accorded to him could only be 
attained by a previous good charac- 
ter, known and endorsed by thous- 
ands of his fellow citizens. He was 
selected for the highest office in the 
people's gift and his first term was 
regarded as a probation; from start 
to finish it was honest; he was 
weighed in the balance and never 
found wanting; his re-election was a 
triumph, and now—after his extend- 
ed term ot service, icpeated with 
honor and honesty—he is assailed by 
a prominent jou'-nal as a thief and 
companion of thieves, the whole of 
\\ hose term of office has been devoted 
to public plunder 
The language of 


the accusation is of the most shock- 
ing and vulgai description aad could 
only have been conceived by a victim 
ot "total depravity." What must the 
people ot Europe think of us if we 
go do\vri to the lowest slums, among 
the dwellers ot the thugs and river 
pnates, to seek for candidates to fill 
our great public offices—yet this is, 
virtually, the chaige ol this unhung 
heeler. If Mayor McClellan is guilty 
of one-quarter of the crimes of which 
he is accused he ought to be in State's 
PHSOU instead of sitting in the chair 
of our chief magistrate; if he is not 
guilty his libeler should pay for his 
crime at the whipping-post of honest 
public opinion.

On the Columbia River—The Annual 


Product $20,000,000. 


The great west has its difficulties, 


as have other sections. 
The process 


of human betterment has not been 
entirely completed. Time is required 
to bring about all that civilization de- 
mands. 
There is nothing more in- 


teresting in the world of modern 
effort than the solid achievements of 
the men who are building up the 
west, and who are really making the 
empire 
west 
of 
the 
Mississippi. 


Poetry has been written about these 
pioneers, imaginative pictures have 
been painted of them, speeches have 
been made to them, and votes have 
been coaxed from them. 


The politics of the northwest is for 


the northwest, because the people 
out here believe in their land, and 
the politicians are of the people, as 
well as the servants of the people. 
Very little of what the far west has 
grown to be is due to Congress, or to 
Presidents, or to the various depart- 
ments of the government. 
It ought 


not to be possible to look upon the 
wonderful gains of this wonderful re- 
gion without the reflection that, the 
individual has ventured millions and 
succeeded where the government has 
granted 
thousands, 
and 
partially 


failed. 
True, the nation built these 


western states, while in the east the 
states built the nation. It must not 
be expected that the government can 
do as much for the welfare of the 
world of men as the men of the world 
have done for themselves. 
The gov- 


ernment has been preyed upon by the 
seekers of fortunes and much of its 
land has been stolen. 
It has set a 


bad example to those pioneers who 
should be thrifty, but who hope to 
be lucky. 


The good and conservative citizen 


who acts with wisdom, as well as 
with energy, is on the plains afed in 
the mountains and forests. 
He has 


developed the riches of the empire 
and he has improved its character. 
The forests he has cut into millions 
of dollars, only to leave "behind a far 
greater number of millions under the 
tangled roots of its stumps. If there 
is one thing more than another that 
has fostered this marvelous develop- 
ment it is the modern railroads. 
They tell their tale as they run their 
courses. 
In the great northwest 


there are over 5 0,000 miles of rail- 
way track 
It is marvelous that such 


a transformation of wilderness into 
prosperous homes of 6,000,000 civil- 
ized beings could be effected m one 
life-time; but let us not forget that 
there is an old west as well as a new. 
Nearly one hundred years ago Sitka 
was a manufacturing point, where 
the pick and shovel and the woolen 
blankets and clothing of the forty- 
niners weie made. It was here that 
the first Pacific coast steamer was 
built and launched. 


No trip to Oregon is complete with- 


out a visit to Astoria; it is one of the 
most picturesque of American towns, 
quaint and old, having been founded 
nearly one hundred years ago. Placed 
here on the steep river edge, where 
there was rightly no room for a 
city, it has spread out over the river, 
many of the streets, banks, stores 
hotels, canneries and 
warehouses, 


being set up on piling. 
Even the 


railroad come* in on legs, centipede 
like. On eaak side of the Columbia 
river are pin*-«lad hills; those on the 
Washington tide nine miles away are 
dim and hazy. Nowhere in the world, 
perhaps, ba* toning, and especially 
the care of th« products of fisheries. 


reached such a state of development 
.as. here. 
Nowhere has machinery 


been introduced to such an extent as 
-here. 


.•The success of the Pacific fisher, 
however, is not wholly the result of 
his enterprise and resourcefulness. 
Bach year great schools of fish swim 
upward from the sea into the rivers 
on their way to the spawning beds. 
The fisher has only to set his nets or 
traps in the well-known •pourses and 
he is quite sure of a catch. :i Few 
kinds of fish, indeed, have a more .in- 
teresting life history than the salmon 
The several varieties, chinook, sock- 
eye, king chum, and so on, are dis- 
tributed in enormous numbers along 
the Pacific coast from Alaska to Cali- 
fornia. 
When they first reach the 


Columbia river they are in prime con- 
dition, the chinooks often weighing 
sixty pounds and sometimes eighty, 
splendid great fish of fine -proportion 
and coloring. They take no food af- 
ter entering fresh water though they 
often swim for hundreds, even more 
than a thousand miles, up-stream all 
the way, leaping apparently impos- 
sible falls, always without eating, 
never tempted by fly or worm. Most 
fishing is done with a gill net a quar- 
ter of a mile long and thirty feet 
deep. The tides carry it down to the 
sea and back again, the men follow- 
ing and watching in their boat day 
or night, rain or shine. 
Five years 


ago 90,000 salmon, weighing over 
three hundied tons, were trapped at 
a single setting. 


A modern cannery is a marvel of 


mechanical ingenuity. After the fish 
are cleaned, automatic machines do 
nearly all the remainder of the work, 
even in some instances filling the 
cans. The can of fish is started roll- 
ing On its way and one has the im-

these, witn the Indians who still fish 
with spear and dip-net, take a large 


pression that it continues to roll 
through 
machine 
after 
machine, 


hardly touched by human hands. It 
rolls into the cooker and out again, 
even rolls itself into a bright colored 
label, and finally somehow rolls into 
a packing-box, ready to be loaded in 
the car waiting at the door. The an- 
nual product of the salmon industry 
is over $20,000,000. Like every in- 
dustry in Oregon this has seemingly 
sprung into importance over night— 
yesterday nothing, today a business 
of world-wide recognition. The prox- 
imity of the fisheries of Oregon to a 
populous coast, settled by a highly 
progressive and intelligent people, 
has furnished an example almost 
unique, of a rich, fertile and well- 
populated land, washed by a hardly 
less-fertile sea. Here, within view of 
the waters, swarming with salmon,, 
are cities important as manufactur- 
ing and commercial centers, green 
wheat valleys, 
orchards, hop-fields 


and unmatched forests of merchant- 
able timber. 
| 


On the upper Columbia river we 


locate the laziest fisherman on the 
American continent. 
A paddle-wheel 


having three great scoop-nets attach- 
ed to it is fastened in the swift water 
at the stern of a scow or at the end 
of a long leadway of piling, which 
extends out into the river and gath- 
ers in the fish. The current driving 
the wheel and the scoop-nets lifting 
the salmon out of the water dropping 
them into a trough where they slip 
onto the scow. All the fisher has to 
do is to smoke his pipe. 
Sometimes 


the wheel will turn for days without 
taking a fish, at other times the scoop 
will come up loaded. A story is told 
of one fisher who awakened from a 
nap to find his scow sinking with the 
weight of the salmon caught. Hun- 
dreds of wheels may be found scat- 


number of salmon every year. Many 
of the great fish reach the little trib- 
utary brooks of the Snake and Sal-' 
mon rivers in the wild and mountain- 
ous heart of Idaho, over a thousand 
miles from the sea. Here the eggs 
are laid, from two to six thousand 
to each fish. 


Nature affords few more interest- 


ing examples of devotion to the in- 
stinct of reproduction than the prac- 
tices of these salmon. 
The digging 


of the nest, the constant fighting 
among males, and the lack of food 
leaves them all but helpless. 
They 


seem to possess no other instinct at 
this time than that of spawning; af- 
ter which they apparently have no 
desire to return to the sea; their 
life work is done. 
The eggs hatch 


within from one to six months. 
In 


four weeks the fry begins growing 
very rapidly and starts on its long 
journey to the sea, traveling mostly 
at night, head always up stream; and 
thus ten miles or more a day for 
weeks or months. For the next three 
years its home is in the sea. ' 


The rapid settlement of the coun- 


try, the damning of streams used as 
salmon thoroughfares and the diver- 
sion of others for irrigation, is 
against the continuance of the sup- 
ply. Yet the number of fish is- enor- 
mous. 
Oregon has four fish hatch- 


eries, the 
Government two, from 


which over sixty million of salmon 
fry are planted in the Columbia each 
year.

A Singular Calculation. 


It would require, according to the 


calculations of a scientist, the power

convert which into steam, using good 
boilers, would require some 4,000,000,- 
000,000,000 tons of coal. If the latter 
quantity of the mineral was loaded on 
cars of twenty tons each It would de- 
mand 200,000,000,000,000 such cars 
If the latter were thirty feet long an€ 
all coupled together in one train It 
•would reach around the earth 45,000,-

IN THE RICE COUNTRY \ 


Labelled Wood—An Old Darkies' 


Speech—Self-Supporting Prisons. 


Memphis, Tenn., Oct. 28, 1907. 
Last week I wrote you from Hot 


Springs, Ark. My! but I was glad to 
get away from that city of com- 
plaints; I think I was the only well 
person there. 
One saw BO many with 


canes, crutches, and sores on various 
parts of the body, heard so many, 
others that looked well in the face" 
complain, that it disgusted me. Then 
again, go where you would to any of 
the hot springs, you would see many 
men 
and 
women 
standing 
there 


drinking that hot water until the 
steam would pour forth from their 
mouths and nostrils like Harry Robi- 
son's engine when the flip-up goes off. 
Since I left there I have visited 
twelve other cities in Arkansas and 
Tennessee and had good "biz" in 
each. 
Little Rock, the capital, is a 


hustling city; they are building a 
new court house and a new capitol. 
and both put together won't cost 
what the grafters charged the tax- 
payers of Pennsylvania for our build- 
ing at Harrisburg. The capital is a 
great city, with many very handsome 
buildings and other attractions. 


Last Monday evening I made up 


my mind to see rice cut and threshed. 
The raising of rice on the prairie 
lands about Studgard is in its in- 
fancy, yet the experiments have been 
very successful. There is a hard pan 
of some kind six inches below the 
surface and this holds the moisture 
well. The ground, to grow rice, must 
be flooded after the rice ha-, been 
sown or drilled in like wheat at 
hcSne 
The water is allowed to re- 


main over the field for some time, or 
until the rice starts to grow, when 
it is drained off. 
Wells are bored 


here and there and pumped by sfeam 
to get water for flooding the land. 
! bnw hundreds of acres of rice, some 
standing, some being shocked, and 
some then being cut. One party had 
rour reapers (self binding) in one 
field and each one had six mules 
(three abreast) in it. 
You see, the 


straw is coarser than wheat straw 
and it takes more power to cut it. 
The shocks were about as thick as 
the wheat shocks on Sam Diehl's 
farm last summer. One man had had 
some threshed, which produced about 
one hundred bushels of good head 
rice to the acre; he had a hundred- 
acre" patch and expecteti to get ten 
thousand bushels and a dollar per 
bushel for the same. It doesn't cost 
much to raise it and he will get 
about six thousand dollars clear for 
his rice crop. 
Heretofore, the only 


crop that was raised here was hay; 
they would cut two crops in a season 
and bale it at once. 


At Little Rock the city fathers re- 


cently passed a law, or rather resur- 
rected one passed in 18G6, 
compelling 


dealers in wood to sell it in one- 
fourth, one-half or full-cord lots and 
that each sale must be true to meas- 
urement and the load of wood label- 
ed, showing how much and what kind 
of wood it is; also, that no wood be 
chopped within the city limits. While 
this law aims at the flying of chips 
and the fire that might arise from 
them, it states that there is no ob- 
jection to sawing wood. 
The pen- 


alty is a fine of ?10 for each offense. 
Hence you saw wood in Little Rock, 
Arkansas, pronounced as if spelled 
Arkensaw. 


As I passed down South Main 


street this morning I saw at a Jus- 
tice's office a big crowd and I soon 
added one more to the gang. An old 
negro was being tried and he made 
this speech, or near it: 
"Even if 


you do punish me, judge, and I 
knows that I mighty well deserve it, 
I will forgive those that are prose- 
cuting me. 
I admit, judge, that £ 


was drunk, yes, crazy drunk, and I 
dunno what I \vas about. 
I have no 


mind as to what I was doing Satur- 
day night, I've not been drunk afore 
in forty years." 
The judge found 


this to be correct and fined the old 
coon for pounding some one over the 
head with a cane. 


At Mariana, Ark., Sheriff Ford had 


twenty-two (all black) convicts lined 
up, all waiting for the tru.-n to come 
and take them to the pen at Little 
Rock. 
One was sent up for six 


months 
and 
one 
for twenty-one 


rears; the other-- had terms ranging 
between these. The Sheriff said that 
during his eight 
> ears in office he 


hart only taken one white man to the 
pen, 
that the county had seven col- 


ored persons to one white. 
There 


were some five hundred darks at the 
depot to see the prisoners leave. 
These prisoners are worked on the 
state farms and I think some are 
hired out. The state's sale of cotton 
raised by these prisoners runs into 
thousands of bales and the prisons 
are 
self-supporting. 
This 
same 


Sheriff told me that there was not 
near enough help now in the state 
to gather the crops. 
I said "Why, 


what have you to gather? 
You are 


buying potatoes, cabbage, and in fact 
e\ery thing to eat for man or beast." 
"Yes," said he, "but you must re- 
member that we raised one crop and 
either ate it or sent it north to you 
folks, and now must go up there and 
buy." 


Apples are five cents each for large 


ones or three for ten cents, such as 
Corle Smith would not buy at all. 
Early this morning I saw a freight 
train pass and in it was a P. R. R. 
car, to it a P. & R. car, and then an 
Erie car. Now, boys, I was blue and 
to see even these cars made me feel 
good. There now, stop your laughing. 
Thanks for paper, was very sorry to 
read of the death of my old friend.

God Save the Commonwealth 


- WHEREAS, BY THE TENTH Sec- 
tion of an Act of the General As- 
sembly of the 
Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, entitled "An Act to 
-amend the 10th Section of an Act 
entitled, 'An Act to regelate the nom- 
ination and election of public officers, 
requiring certain expenses incident 
thereto to be paid by the several 
counties, and punishing certain offen- 
ses in regard to such election,' " ap- 
proved the 26th day of June, A. D. 
1895, it is provided as follows: 


Section 10—It shall be the duty of 


the Sheriff of every county, at least 
ten days before any general election 
to be held therein, except borough 
and township elections', to give notice 
of the same by advertisements in at 
least three newspapers, if there be 
so many published in the county, two 
of said newspapers representing so 
far as practicable the political party 
which at the preceding November 
election cast the largest number of 
votes and .the other one of said 
newspapers representing so far as 
practicable the political party which 
at the preceding November election 
cast the next largest number of 
votes, and in addition thereto the 
Sheriff of every county shall, at 
least ten days before any general 
election to be held in cities of the 
first, second and third classes, give 
notice of the same by proclamation 
posted up in the most conspicuous 
places in every election district in 
said cities of the first, second and 
third class and in every such adver- 
tisement or proclamation, 
I. 
Enumerate the officers to be 


elected and give a list of all the nom- 
inations made as provided ui> this 
act and to be voted for in such coun- 
ty, and the full text of all constitu- 
tional amendments submitted to a 
vote of the people, but the proclama- 
tion posted in each election district 
need not contain the names of any 
candidates but those to be voted for 
in such district. 
II. 
Designate the place at which 


the election is to be held. 
III. 
He shall give notice that 


every person, excepting justices of 
the peace, who shall hold any office 
or appointment of profit or trust un- 
der the government of the United 
States, or of this State, or of any 
city or incorporated district, whether 
a commissioned officer or otherwise, 
a subordinate officer or agent who is 
or shall be employed under the Leg- 
islative, "Executive or Judiciary De- 
partment of this State or of the Uni- 
ted States, or of any city or incorpo- 
rated district, and also that every 
member of Congress and of the State 
Legislature, and of the select or com- 
mon council of any city, or commis- 
sioners of any incorporated district, 
is by law, incapable of holding or
